Wall Family Genealogy 
by William (Bill) Dale Wall 


My Wall family goes back to at least 1787. That was the year that my great-great-grandfather, 
William Wall, was born. His grave, which can be found in the Faubion Cemetery on Good Hope 
Road in Parrottsville ( Cocke County ), Tennessee, is marked 1787 to September 4, 1857. He 
lived to 70 years old. He was most likely born in North Carolina, but one source (Betty Wall) 
says he was born in Scotland. Perhaps his family was born in Scotland. Also, a Methodist 
Church record has his name as William Bryson Wall, Sr. and his son's name was William Bryson, 
Wall, Jr. 

In 1810, William Wall settled in Shelby, Cleveland County (later Rutherford Country in 1841) 
North Carolina. 

On April 26,1812, William Wall married Nancy (unknown last name) in Shelby, Rutherford (now 
Cleveland as of 1841) County, North Carolina. He would have been 24 and she would have 
been around 19. Her grave is located in the Faubion Cemetery. She was born in 1792 and died 
on March 25,1842, aged 49 or 50. Their children were William Bryson Wall, Oliver Perry Wall 
(1824-1896), Jesse J. Wall (1831-1916), and another boy. Census show that they also had 5 
daughters. 

On April 26,1821, William Bryson Wall (1821-1904), my great-great grandfather, was born in 
Shelby, Rutherford County, NC. The parents were William and Nancy Wall. 

On December 4,1824, Oliver Perry Wall was born in Rutherford County, NC. 

On October 1, 1825, Louisa C. Hudson was born in Cocke County, TN. She later married William 
Bryson Wall in 1843. 

In 1830, the only Walls mentioned in Rutherford County, NC were Amos Wall and Hartwell 
Wall. There was a William Walls. In the 1830 Johnston County, NC, census, there is a William 
Wall, Sr, William B. Wall, Perry Wall, along with Aaron Wall, Benet Wall, Bennett Wall, Jesse 
Wall, John Wall, and Jonathan T Wall. 

On September 3, 1831, Jesse J. Wall was born in Rutherford County, NC. (one source, including 
a newspaper article, says he was born in Tennessee and that his parents were William Wall and 
Nancy Faubion - https://www.legis.iowa.gov/docs/publications/HD/922531.pdf ) 

In 1833, the Wall clan left Rutherford County (in 1841 this part of Rutherford County became 
Cleveland County), NC and settled in Parrottsville, Cocke County, Tennessee, 135 miles from 
Shelby, NC 



















In 1840, William Wall was listed in the 1840 Cocke County Census, roll 518, page 266. It listed 
William Wall and wife with 2 boys and 4 girls (but William Wall had 3 boys - William Bryson, 
Oliver Perry, and Jesse J Wall). 

On March 25, 1842, Nancy Wall (1792-1842), wife of William Wall (1787-1857), died in 
Parrottsville. She is buried in the Faubion cemetery on Good Hope Road, 2 miles northeast of 
Parrottsville (close to Baltimore). Her grave may be the oldest grave in the cemetery. The 
cemetery is affectionately known as "Forbees" by the locals. The cemetery was founded a nd 
established by John Faubion (1776-1869). Bethel Baptist Church currently maintains the 
Faubion grounds. The cemetery is at Latitude 35.9865 north. Longitude 83.0688 west, with an 
elevation of 1316 feet. 

On January 24, 1843, William Bryson Wall married Louisa C. Hudson (October 25,1825-1900) in 
Parrottsville, NC. He was 21 and she was 17. Louisa was born in Cocke County. Her parents 
were the Rev. William B. Hudson (1802-1872) and Vashti Parrott (1803-1834), who has his first 
wife. 

On July 15,1843, a William Wall gave a sermon at the Pleasant Grove Baptist Church in 
Newport, Cocke County, TN. He gave another sermon in December 1843. 

On September 29, 1843, Robert L. Wall was born to William Bryson Wall and Louisa Hudson in 
Parrottsville, NC. He died on October 6, 1843 in Parrottsville and is buried in the Yett Cemetery 
in Parrottsville. 

On December 15,1844, Mary E. Wall (1844-1900?) was born to William Bryson and Louisa Wall 
in Parrottsville. 

On November 11,1846, Nancy Emeline Wall was born to William Bryson and Louisa Wall in 
Parrottsville. She later married D. L. McCracken in 1869 and had 7 children. She died on June 
19,1885 at the age of 38 in Winlock. 

Between 1846 and 1848, Oliver Perry Wall came from North Carolina to Tennessee. 

On December 4,1848, Susan Jane Wall (1848-1923) was born to William Bryson Wall and Louisa 
in Parrottsville. She married Hazel Butler Estes (1851-1932). 

In 1850, William B. Wall was listed in the 1850 Cocke County Census . He was age 29 and born 
in North Carolina. His wife, Louisa, was age 26, born in Tennessee. The children were Mary E 
Wall (1844-1900), age 5, Nancy Emeline Wall (1846-1885), age 2, and Susan Jane Wall (1848- 
1923), age 1. It also listed another name living in the household, Angeline, age 13 (born about 
1837 and daughter of William Wall?). The value of land was $650. 
















Also in the 1850 Cocke County Census was Perry Wall, age 25, born in North Carolina, a farmer, 
and illiterate. His wife was Nancy J. Davis Wall, age 23, born in North Carolina and listed as 
illiterate. The children were Malinda, age 4, born in North Carolina (1846), and Elizabeth, age 2, 
born in Tennessee (1848). 

On October 13, 1850, George P. Wall (1850-1924) was born to William Bryson Wall and Louisa 
in Parrottsville. He married Narcissa Idella "Della" Easterly. 

In August 1852, a William Wall gave a sermon at the Pleasant Grove Baptist Church in Cocke 
County. 

On September 29, 1852, Vasthi C. Wall was born to William Bryson Wall and Louisa in 
Parrottsville. She died on October 4, 1852 in Parrottsville and is buried in the Yett Cemetery in 
Parrottsville. 

On July 14,1854, William Jesse Wall (1854-1910), my great grandfather, was born in 
Parrottsville, TN. His parents were William Bryson Wall and Louisa Wall. He married Lydia 
Thomas, who later died, and then Sarah Sallie (Sally) Dixon McCurley (1859-1933). 

On March 24, 1855, William Bryson Wall and Robert S. Roadman (1823-?) had their 400 acres of 
land surveyed. They purchased the Bryant lands on the waters of Clay Creek. Their land 
bordered the land of Weston Swatzel, John Green, J.F. Fowler, and William Evans, (source: 
http://www.sevierlibrarv.org/ahgp/coc/surveys.htm 

Cocke Co Land Surveys Book E pg 29) 

On November 1,1856, Millard F. Wall (1856-1908) was born to William Bryson Wall and Louisa 
in Parrottsville. He married Harriett "Hattie" E. Easterly (1867-1946). Their children were Guy 
Franklin M. Wall (1891-1945), Roy Wall (1893-1980), Sanford "Fat" Wall (1896-1980), and 
Selma Wall (1898-1982). 

On September 4, 1857, William Wall (1787-1857), age 70, died in Parrottsville, TN, and buried in 
the Faubion Cemetery. Was his father Zachariah Wall (1741-1816) and mother Annie Everett 
(1737-1819) 

On February 20,1858, William B. Wall asked for 450 acres near the waters of Clay, Oven, and 
Clear Creek in Cocke County, (source - 

http://www.tngs.org/resources/Documents/Magazine/Vol%2017%20No%202%201970.pdf ) 

On January 20, 1859, a survey book showed that W. B. Wall had 450 acres in Cocke County, TN. 
(source: http://www.tngenweb.org/cocke/surveys5686.htm ) 


In 1859, Sarah "Sallie" (Sally) Dixon McCurley (1859-1933) was born in Parrottsville. She 
married William Jesse Wall 




















On August 31,1859, Walter John Wall (sometimes referred to as James Walter and John 
Walter) (1859-1886) was born in Parrottsville to William Bryson Wall and Louisa. He married 
Florence Talley Snyder (1867-1937). 

In 1860, William B. Wall was listed in the 1860 Cocke County Census. He was age 39 and his 
occupation was farmer. He had real estate worth $7,700, and a personal estate of $2,182. 
Louisa C. was lasted as wife. The children were Mary, age 15, Nancy E, age 14, Susan J, age 12, 
George P. Wall, age 9, William Jesse Wall, age 7, Millard F. Wall (1856-1908) age 3, and Walter 
John Wall (1859-1886) age 11 months. The family lived next door to Henry Parrott (1807-1877) 
and Elizabeth Yett . 

On January 31, 1863, Louisa Florence Wall (1863-1890) was born in Parrottsville to William 
Bryson Wall and Louisa. She married Mr. Williford. 

In 1864, Mary E. Wall (1844-1900) married J. S. Blanchard (1840-1900) in Parrottsville. She later 
married W. J. Lee. 

On January 6, 1865, Charles S. Wall (1865-1909) was born in Parrottsville to William Bryson 
Wall and Louisa. He married Idella Dora Whisler Prigmore (1861-1938) in 1893 in Winlock. 

From June 1865 to April 1867, William Bryson Wall was mentioned several times in the Cocke 
County Deed Book. His deeds were with A. S. Bible, Robert Roadman, John L. Smith, James 
McSween, Merritt Duncan, D. A. Mims, and J. H. Ellison, (source: Ansearchin' News, April-Jue 
1970, p. 69 - 

http://www.tngs.org/resources/Documents/Magazine/Vol%2017%20No%202%201970.pdf ) 

On February 23,1867 the First United Methodist Church in Parrottsville had only four members 
present. It listed W.B. Wall, Sr. (father of William Brson Wall, Jr) as one of the members 
present. Another name was Reverend William B. Hudson (1802-1872), father-in-law of W.B. 
Wall, Jr. (source: History of the First United Methodist Church (Methodist Episcopal South, 
Newport, TN, 1853-1867, p. 17) 

On July 25,1867, Harriet "Hattie" E. Easterly (1867-1946) was born in Greene County, TN. She 
married Millard Wall. 

In 1869, Nancy E. Wall married Delaparis L. McCracken (1838-1925) in Parrottsville. 

In 1870, William B. Wall was listed in the 1870 Cocke County Census (section 3, page 116). His 
age was listed as 50. His occupation was listed as farmer with a personal estate of $500. His 
wife, Louisa, was listed as age 46. The children were listed as S.J. (female), age 20; J.P. (male) 
age 18; W.J. (male), age 16, M.F. (male) age 14; J.W. (male) age 12; Louisa Florence Wall (1863- 















1890) (female), age 7; and Charles G. (male), age 4. The family lived next door to Ella Balch and 
Able Balch. 

On January 22, 1873, Susan Jane Wall married Hazel Butler Estes in Parrottsville. 

On November 11,1875, William Bryson Wall and his wife, Louisa, were in court vs. Deliah 
Marsh in Cocke County. 

On July 19,1878, William Jesse Wall, age 24, married Lydia Thomas in Parrottsville, TN. She 
died a year later. 

On July 19,1880, William Jesse Wall (1854-1910) married Sarah "Sallie" Dixon McCurley (May 2, 
1859-July 2,1933) in Parrottsville, TN. Their children were Jesse Edgar Wall (1883-1972), Hugh 
Wall (1885-1899), Connie Cullen Wall (1887-1972), Fannie Lee Wall (1890-1985), and Walter 
William Wall (1892-1953). 

In 1880, William B. Wall was listed in the 1880 Cocke County Census. His age was listed as 59 
and occupation was farmer. His wife, Louiza C. Wall, was listed as 57 and occupation as keeping 
house. The children were: Millard F. Wall, age 24, at school; John W. Wall, age 20, working on 
the farm; Louiza F. Wall, age 17, at school; Charles G. Wall, age 14, working on the farm. It also 
listed Fanny Harrill, age 50, as a servant, and Robert McSween, age 15, as a laborer. They lived 
next door to Joseph Whitaker, whose first wife was Mary Hudson, sister of Louisa C. Hudson 
Wall. 

Other Wall names in the 1880 census living in Parrottsville included Anderson Wall, born in 
1870; Paden Wall, born in 1873; Rose A. Wall, born in 1839; and Wyley Wall, born in 1839. 

In September 1880, Elizabeth Wall, age 33, died of typhoid fever in Cocke County, (source: 

Cocke County, Tennessee, 1880 Mortality Schedule, Microcopy T-755, Roll 26) 

On October 12, 1880, T. J. Wall married Mary Solomon in Parrottsville. 

On October 13, 1880, George P Wall (1880-1924) was born to William Bryson Wall and Louisa in 
Parrottsville. He married Narcissa I del la "Della" Easterly (1861-1942). 

On April 7,1881 J. Walter Wall married Florence Talley Snyder (1867-1937) in Cocke County. 

The officiator was T. W. Brown. 

On August 8, 1881, William Bryson Wall and Louisa C. Wall made out a deed for their sons, 
(source: http://tngennet.org/cocke/deedsvol4.htm) 

In 1882, Edward Wall (1882-1972) was born in Parrottsville to William Jesse Wall and Sarah 
Sallie Dixon McCurley . 



















On September 12, 1882, a deed was made from William Bryson Wall to Lee & Blanchard. 
Another deed from Wall went to Wall and Gates, (source: 
http://tnRennet.orR/cocke/deedsvol4.htm ) 

On February 6, 1883, Jesse Edgar Wall (1883-1972) was born in Parrottsville to William Jesse 
Wall and Sarah. 

On October 15, 1883, Nannie Brandice Wall (1883-1954) was born to Walter John Wall (1859- 
1886) and Florence Talley (1867-1937) in Parrottsville. She married Fred Shaefer (1877-1950). 
(source: http://www.tnRenweb.orR/cocke/deedsvol5.htm ) 

On January 23, 1884, W. J. Wall made out a deed to 0. M. Kellry. On April 7,1884, WJ. and M. 
F. wall made out a deed to J. A. Bolch. On April 9,1994, G. P. Wall made out a deed to Mary 
Lee. 

In April 1884, 43 members of the Wall clan left Parrottsville by train and moved up to the 
Northwest. They settled in Winlock, Lewis County, Washington Territory. 

On April 25,1884, the Wall clan arrived in Winlock from Parrottsville, Tennessee. They rented 
the full upstairs of one of Mr. George F. Dueber's (1850-1917) buildings. They then decided to 
go up to the Big Bottom country (between Randle and Morton). After that, they went to the 
Buckhorn hills. It was some of the worst homesteads in the state. 

On September 1, 1884, Winlock's first church, a Methodist Church, was established with the 
help of William Bryson Wall, (source: Atwood, Glimpses in Pioneer Life on Puget Sound, p. 295) 

On February 11,1885, James Parker Brown (1885-Sep 29, 1974) was born in Quitman, 
Mississippi (one source has Gibson, Alabama, and another source has Pachuta. Mississippi). He 
married Bessie Katherine Davis (1894-1936). Their children were Vera Eunice Brown (1913- 
1966), Thelma Brown (born and died in 1916), Velma Rachel Brown (1916-1991), Katie Lillian 
Brown (1918-2001), Bessie Pauline "Polly" Brown (1920-1999), Evelyn Christine "Chris" Brown 
(1927-1994), Bobbie Lueginia Brown (1931-2001), and James Clarence Brown (1935-2005). 
(source: Brown obituary, The Daily Chronicle (Centralia, WA), Sep 30, 1974) 


On July 9,1885, Hugh Wall was born in Winlock to William Jesse Wall and Sal lie McCurley. He 
married Fannie Cook (1890-1985). 

On September 24, 1886, James Walter Wall (1859-1886) died of meningitis in Winlock, 
Washington. 





















In 1887, William Bryson Wall was listed in the 1887 Lewis County Washington Territory Census . 
It listed his age as 65 and occupation as a farmer. His wife was listed as L.C. age 61. It listed his 
children as W.J. age 33; S. D. age 28; Millard, age 28; Edward, age 4; and Hugh, age 2; and 
Charles, age 21, a laborer. 

On August 7, 1887, Connie Cullen Wall (1887-1972), my grandfather, was born on Buckhorn 
Ridge, west of Winlock, in Washington Territory (it did not become a state until 1889). His 
parents were William Jesse Wall (1854-1910) and Sarah "Sallie" Dixon McCurley (1860-1933). 

He married Zella Metcalf. 

In 1889, Bryan Wall (William Jesse Wall) was listed in the 1889 Lewis County Washington State 
Census . It listed him as age 35 and a farmer. It listed his wife as Sarah, age 32. The children 
were: Edward, age 7; Hugh, age 5; and Connie, age 2. It listed M. F. Wall, age 33, and 
occupation of farmer. 

William Jesse Wall was also a real estate agent, worked in the hardware business, operated a 
general store, was a postmaster in Winlock, and became Justice of the Peace. 

On June 22, 1890, Fannie Lee Wall (1890-1985) was born in Winlock to William Jesse Wall and 
Sallie McCurley. She married Dr. Clement Allen Cook (1877-1960). 

In 1891, the Wall family traded their homestead in Lewis County, Washington, for a house and 
a lot in Winlock, on 305 NW Arden Avenue. 

In the 1892 Lewis County, WA, census, it listed W. J. Wall (TN) age 27; merchant; S. D. Wall (TN) 
age 26; E. J. Wall (TN) age 9; H. M. Wall (WA) age 7; C. C. Wall (WA) age 4; Fannie Wall (WA) age 
2; G. P. Wall (TN) age 40; clerk; I. N. Wall (TN) age 32; Ada Wall (WA) age 1; M. F. Wall (TN) age 
35, drayman; Hattie Wall (TN) age 24; Guy F. Wall (WA) age 1; B. Wall (TN) age 10 (female) 
(associated with McFadden); Annie Wall (WA) age 6 (female) 


On November 14,1892, Walter William Wall (1892-1953) was born in Winlock to William Jesse 
Wall and Sallie McCurley. He married Ann Real. 

In 1893, William Jesse Wall and George P. Wall started a hardware and furniture store, and sold 
undertaker goods. They sold out in 1898. C.C. Wall started school for the first time at the age 
of 6. There was no school beyond grade school. 

On March 18, 1893, Roy Wall (1893-1980) was born to Millard Wall and Hattie Easterly. 

On April 26,1893, William Jesse Wall became Winlock postmaster. 







On May 16, 1893, Bessie Kathryn Davis was born in Quitman, Mississippi. She married James 
Parker Brown. 

On April 21,1896, Sanford Wall (1896-1980) was born in Winlock to Millard Wall and Hattie 
Easterly. 

On June 18, 1898, Selma Wall (1898-1982) was born in Winlock to Millard Wall and Hattie 
Easterly. 

In 1900, Louisa C. Hudson Wall died in Winlock. 

From 1900 to 1902, George P. Wall was mayor of Winlock. 

In the 1900 census, James P. Brown was living in Choctaw County, Alabama. It noted that he 
was born in Alabama in February, 1887. His mother, a widow, was Lillian Brown. His brother 
was Arthur D. Brown. His sister was Maud R. Brown, (source: 1900 Choctaw County census) 

In 1901, at the age of 14, C.C. Wall left 8 th grade and took a job at the J. A. Veness Lumber 
Company, tying lumber after it had been graded. 

On January 1, 1904, William Bryson Wall (1821-1904) died at the age of 82 in Winlock, 
Washington. 

On June 5, 1909, Charles S. Wall (1865-1909) died in Winlock at the age of 43. His death 
certificate says he died of tuberculosis. His occupations were farmer and barber. 

In 1910, William Jesse Wall was listed in the 1910 Lewis County Census . It listed him as age 55 
and occupation of Justice of the Peace. It listed his wife as Sallie D, age 50 (5 children, 4 living). 
The children were Edgar J, age 27, and a wood turner; Connie C., age 21 and a confectionary 
salesman; Fannie L, age 19 and a saleswoman at a dry goods store; and Walter W. age 17 as a 
barber. There were 24 Wall names in the 1910 census living in Winlock. They included: Wall, 
George P. (TN) age 59; salesman at a grocery store; Wall, Narisses I. (TN) age 49, milliner; Wall, 
Ada L (WA) age 18; Wall, Hattie (TN) age 42; Wall, Guy (WA) age 19; laborer, odd jobs; Wall, Roy 
(WA) age 17; sausage maker at meat market; Wall, Sanford (WA) age 14; Wall, Selma (WA) age 
12; Wall, William J (TN) age 55; justice of the peace; Wall, Sallie D (TN) age 50; Wall, Edgar J 
(TN) age 27; wood turner; Wall, Connie C (WA) age 21; salesman, confectionary; Wall, Fannie L 
(WA) age 19; saleswoman, dry goods store; Wall, Walter W (WA) age 17; barber; Edwards, Louis 
L (TN) (nephew-in-law); age 30; barber; Wall, Della (IL) age 44; Prigmore, Begassa (son of Della) 
age 23 


On June 4, 1910, William Jesse Wall (1854-1910) died in Winlock at the age of 56. His death 
certificate says that he died of acute broncho-pneumonia brought about by chronic alcoholism. 


His occupation was billposter and Justice of the Peace in Winlock. 













On September 3, 1913, George Wall became Winlock postmaster. 

In 1915, C. C. Wall enrolled in a business college in Portland, Oregon. 

In December 1915, C. C. Wall organized the Bungalow City Club and was its first president. 

In 1916, C. C. Wall worked as a postal clerk. 

In 1917, C. C. Wall became a member of the Masons. 

On May 16, 1917, Connie Wall married Zella Metcalf in Winlock. She was a school teacher. Her 
parents. Rev. Henry K. Metcalf and Lunette Ellen Robinson, were from Illinois. Henry Metcalf 
was a Methodist minister. 

In 1917-18, C.C. Wall, Guy Wall, Roy Wall, Sanford Wall, and Walter Wall all enlisted in the U.S. 
Army, (source: SW Washington Servicemen and Women World War I - 
http://www.skagithistory.com/swwwlservicel5.html) 

On October 3, 1917, Walter W. Wall enlisted in the service at Camp Lewis. He was assigned to 
the 4th Co. 166th Depot Brigade and sent on to Camp Mills. He sailed for France 12 Dec 1917 
and got there in time to get into the hottest engagements of the whole war. 

On December 5,1917, Roy and Guy Wall enlisted at Vancouver Barracks, Washington. They 
were assigned to the Medical Corps and promoted to 1st Class Private. They remained in the 
service until 15 Feb 1919 when they received his discharge at Vancouver Barracks. 

In July 1918, Private Walter W. Wall (1892-1953) was awarded a medal for heroism in action at 
the Battle of Chateau-Thierry, near Soissons, France. He was singled out for bravery and 
received the Distinguished Service Cross (DSC) and the French Croix de Guerre. The DSC is the 
second highest medal in the military, behind the Medal of Honor. The Croix de Guerre was 
Franc'es highest World War I Valor decoration, (source: Stringer, Heroes All, 1919, p. 403) 

On October 15, 1918, Sanford Wall enlisted in the service at Chehalis, Washington. He was 
assigned to the Spruce Div. and sent to Vancouver Barracks. He received his discharge at 
Vancouver 21 Oct 1918. 

On July 23,1919, the Walls that fought in Europe left France on the USS Princess Matokia and 
was discharged from the US Army on August 19, 1919 at Camp Lewis. 

In 1919. C. C. Wall was discharged from the army at Camp Lewis. He returned to Winlock and 
was hired by the Northern Pacific Railway Company as a clerk in the Winlock depot. He worked 
as a clerk until 1934. 








On January 4, 1920, William Raymond Wall (1920-1980), my father, was born in Winlock, 
Washington to Connie and Zella Wall. He was 5' 6" and weighed 150 pounds. He was a clerk, 
salesman, taxi driver, and ambulance driver (Oliver in Tacoma). 

In 1920. C. C. Wall joined the American Legion Post 101. 

On November 16,1921, Myrle "Betty" Elizabeth Wall (1921-2014) was born in Winlock, 
Washington to Connie and Zella Wall. She married Delmar "Del" Ewin Thompson (1925-2013). 

On March 28, 1923, John E. Codding (1923-2000) was born. 

On May 25, 1923, Susan Jane Wall Estes, wife of Hazel Butler Estes (1851-1932), died. Her 
death certificate says she was an invalid. 

On May 19, 1924, George P. Wall (1850-1924) died at the age of 73. 

In 1926, C. C. Wall was elected mayor of Winlock. He was mayor from 1926 to 1951 (25 years). 

On March 5,1931, Bobbie Lueginia Brown (1961-2001), my mother, was born in Quitman, Clark 
County, Mississippi. Her father was James Parker Brown (1885-1974). Her mother was Bessie 
Katherine Davis (1894-1936). 

In 1932, C. C. Wall was a delegate to the Democratic National Convention, held in Chicago. 

On July 2,1933, Sallie (Sally) Dixon McCurley Wall (1859-1933) died in Seattle, Washington. She 
lived in Winlock. Her husband was William Jesse Wall (1854-1910). Her death certificate says 
she died of coronary disease.

On January 25, 1941, James Hydrick Fowler was born. He is a Navy veteran, fireman, and truck 
driver for United Merchants. 

On May 28, 1948, Bobbie L. Brown graduated from Forest Grove Union High School in Forest 
Grove, Oregon, west of Portland. 

On June 26, 1949, William R. Wall married Bobbie. L. Brown at the United Methodist Church in 
Winlock, Washington. Attendees included Alan Adamson, Jean Willadean Battle, Vera Eunice 













Brown Battle, April Dianne Berry, Katherine Ellen Berry, Evelyn Christine Brown, Ina Katherine 
Dueber, Velma Rachel Brown Dueber, Paula Ann Eccles, John Miller, Dick Paxton, Fern 
Strickland, and Betty Wall. 

On May 11, 1951, William Dale Wall was born at 6:46 pm at New Riverview Hospital (now called 
Valley View Center or Riverview Health Center), 300 Ocean Avenue, Raymond, Pacific County, 
Washington. The parents were William Raymond Wall, age 31, and Bobbie, age 20. They 
resided at 117 Ellis Street, then 625 Elwood Street in Raymond, Washington. When I was born, 

I weighed only 4 pounds, 4 ounces. The delivery doctor was Dr. M. L. Dumouchel (1902-1997). 
My father's occupation was listed as a price clerk for the F. G. Foster Company (later Pacific 
Wholesale), incorporated in 1911. It was a wholesale grocers, hardware and machinery 
company. 

On June 17, 1951, Betty Wall married Del Thompson in Winlock, Washington. 

On July 13,1952, Gerald Lee Wall was born in Raymond, Washington. 

In 1953, the Wall family moved to Portland, Oregon. 

In 1954, Bill and Bobbie Wall moved to Centralia. 

On October 1, 1954, Zella Verne Metcalf Wall (1886-1954) died at St. Helens Hospital in 
Chehalis, Washington. Chehalis is 18 miles to the north of Winlock. 

On February 1, 1955, Stephen Kim Wall was born at the Lewis County General Hospital in 
Centralia, Washington. He weighed 6 pounds, 3 ounces. 

In 1955, we were living at 810 Ferry Street in Tacoma, Washington. I attended kindergarten 
while living there. 

In 1956, we were living at 8305 South Yakima Street in Tacoma. It was a block away from the 
Tacoma Public Library, Fern Hill Branch, and two blocks away from Fern Hill Elementary School. 

On May 15, 1957, Rochelle Lynn Wall was born in Tacoma. 

On March 18, 1958, Lois Anne Hubbard was born in Sunshine, Rutherford County, NC. Her 
father was Jessie Franklin Hubbard (1913-1971). Her mother was Mary Lela Biggerstaff (1918- 
1970). 

On May 17, 1958, Linda Kay Wall was born in Tacoma. 

On April 8,1960, Gregory Scott Wall was born in Tacoma. 







In the summer of 1960, we moved to Winlock, Washington, near Shakertown, Inc. along the 
Olequa Creek. We also made trips to McCleary and Rochester, Washington to see relatives. 

We used to walk the railroad tracks to the Roxy movie theater, 319 First Street (no longer 
there). 

In September 1960, C. C. Wall dedicated the new Fir Street bridge over the Olequa Creek. We 
got out of school towatch the ribbon cutting ceremony. 

In March 1961, we moved to South Sheridan Street in Tacoma. 

In June 1961, we took a train from Tacoma to San Francisco and live at 3702 22 nd Street on the 
corner of 22 nd Street and Sanchez Street in Dolores Heights. Dad was a cookware salesman. Fie 
later moved to Oakland. Mom was a waitress in San Francisco. It was at this time that I started 
collecting coins, and later, stamps. 

In November 1961, we moved to Park Street in Daly City, CA. It was near a city works facility 
and a football field. My parents divorced at that time. 

In 1962, we moved to 464 Inverness Street (now Glasgow Street) in Pacifica, CA. Across the hill 
was an Army Nike Base . I joined the Boy Scouts. We sold enough raffle tickets and Watkins 
products that we won a trip by airplane to Disneyland in Anaheim, CA.

In January 1968, we moved to 99 th Street, Tacoma. I later worked for the State Department of 
Public Assistance helping welfare families, making $1.65 an hour. 

In the summer of 1968, I attended a youth conference at Western Washington State College in 
Bellingham, WA, sponsored by the American Red Cross. 

In January 1969, we move to Union Avenue in Tillicum, across from Gertie's Grill. I ws very sick 
with the Hong Kong flu . 

In February 1969, I transferred from Clover Park HS to Lakes HS . 

On June 3, 1969,1 graduated from Clover Park High School, Lakewood, WA. For the school 
annual, called the Klahowya, it mentioned I was member of the school chess team and the 
science club, (source: 1969 Clover Park Klahowya, p. 212) I won a scholarship to attend 
Northrop Institute of Technology as an aerospace engineering student in Inglewood, CA. Some 
of my classmates included: Roy Bass, Bruce Bubar, Karen Fynboe, Bill Priedhorsky, Mike Tackett,

On June 8, 1969, my mom married James Hydrick Fowler (1941-) at Coeur D'Alene, Idaho. 

In June 1969, I lived with my dad at 901 'A South 9 th Avenue, Tacoma. It was here where I 
joined the Tacoma Chess Club, a block away. I worked as a banquet setup man at the Tacoma 












Motor Hotel on the corner of 4 th Street and St. Helens. Here, I met governor Dan Brown when 
he stopped by to give a speech. 

On July 4,1969, I was at a 4 th of July celebration at Commencement Bay in Tacoma when I 
witnessed a biplane go down in the water, killing the pilot. Chuck Crawford. He was performing 
a difficult acrobat in his plane. 

In September 1969, I was a student at Northrop Institute of Technology, 1155 West Arbor Vitae, 
Inglewood, CA. 

In late 1969, my mom, Jim, brothers, and sisters, moved to 806 East Avenue, North Augusta, SC. 

On November 27,1969, I played in my first U.S. Chess Federation (USCF) chess tournament, the 
American Open, held at Retail Clerks Union Auditorium, 1410 2 nd Street, in Santa Monica. 

My number was 37, being 
born on May 11. I had to either stay in school or join the services. I would later enlist in the 
U.S. air force.

While at Lackland AFB, I won the 1970 Lackland AFB Open Chess Tournament. It got me out of 
KP (kitchen police) and other dutues. 

In October 1970,1 was with the 3780 th Squadron, Aircraft Maintenance School, Sheppard AFB, 
Wichita Falls, Texas. I worked on fighter aircraft. 









In late January, I graduated with highest honors in my class in Aircraft Maintenance School. 


In February 1971, I was assigned to the 456 Organizational Maintenance Squadron (OMS), 9 th 
Reconnaissance Wing, at Beale AFB as a maintenance specialist and later crew chief of KC- 
135Q tankers and B-52 bombers . My pay was $142 a week. My co-workers were: Arthur 
Brown, Al Castle, Dean Easton, John Ferrara, Flenry Giertych, Rob Flarnden, Robert Knapp, John 
Manson, Louis Martinez, Ken and Starr McCarty, Tom McCoy, Richard Monahan, Henry

survived. 

To work 
on the flightline maintaining KC-135 tankers and B-52 bombers. I helped refuel SR-71 
Blackbirds.

In July 1973, I played in the first World Open chess tournament in Manhattan at the McAlpin 
Hotel. 

In September 1973, I was assigned to the 307 th OMS in U Tapao, Thailand, with TDYs to 
Andersen AB, Guam, Clark AB, Philippines, and Kadena AB, Okinawa. Some of my co-workers 
were: Bob Brooks, Walter Chapman, Dave Evans, Jim Friedrichsen, Bill Hatfield, John Kalish, Bob 
Karch, Tom Louie, Morales, Haskell Sikes, Doug Steward, Tharp, Larry Van Guilder, and Stewart 
Williams. 

In October 1973,1 flew several missions out of U Tapao and Andersen AB, Guam in support of 
the Yom Kippur War .

On September 29, 1974, my grandfather on my mom's side, James Parker Brown (1885-1974), 
died at the age of 89 in a Vancouver, Washington hospital, and was buried in Little Falls 
Cemetery, Vader, Washington. He lived in Winlock for 28 years and had resided in Vancouver 
from 1971 to 1974. He was a retired rock crusher and foreman for Long Bell Lumber Company.

(Centralia, WA), Sep 30,1974) 

In 1975, I wrote a chess column for the Statesville Record and Landmark newspaper. 

In May 1975,1 took 3 rd -5 th place in the World Class championship (Class C) in Vancouver, British 
Columbia. 

In January 1, 1976, I attended Wilkes Community College in Wilkesboro, NC. I was the editor of 
the school newspaper, captain of the varsity tennis team, and president of the Student 
Government Association. 











In June 1976, I worked as an environment engineer for the North Carolina Department of 
Forestry, assigned to do environmental impact studies at Stone Mountain State Park in Roaring 
Gap, NC.

In December 1983, I was in St. Louis at McDonnell-Douglas getting F-15 avionics training. 

In January 1984, I was in Fort Worth at General Dynamics, getting F-16 avionics training. 

In 1984, I was involved in Air Force recruiting of engineers and travelled to Flouston, Florida 
State University in Tallahassee, St. Louis, Fort Worth, Milwaukee, University of North Carolina in 
Charlotte, Clemson University, and NC State in Raleigh.

I dispatched computer security hacker teams around the world 
to various Air Force sites where there was a hacking incident or for assessing the vulnerability 
of an Air Force base computer network. 

In 1994, I traveled to Rome Labs at Griffiss AFB, New York to conduct computer security 
product assessments.
